"I knew an old fitrmer in Minne- 


»ta"' said the man with the red 
OK, "who owned ten acres of tim- 
xr land, where millions of pigeons 
came each year to roost.

Every farmer in the stale 
had to keep shepherd dog-' to follow 
his lumber around the country, keep 
it together and show where it was 
in the morning.

Since that time no reference was 
made to the matter, and when the Bra 
did come, his condition was such that he 
knew nothing of it. 


The deceased was a very companiona- 


ble gentleman, and was in bis element 
when among old soldiers, particularly on 
reunion .lays at home and abroad.
